Facts as to Cause of 


Wright's Accident

of the aeroplane 
accident at Fort 


Myer. which lesulted in the dcatfi of 
Lieutenant Frank It. Self ridge and 
the serious injury of Orville Wright, 
presented a cheerless aspect. 


The air of deep gloom that per- 


vaded the army post was In marked 
contrast to the scene of bnstlD and 
excitement that had 
attended 
the 


flight of Wright's aeroplane with its 
dramatic climax. This gloom was re- 
flected in the faces of the brother of 
licers of the unfortunate lieutenant 
when they met at the fort to make an 
official investigation of uie accident. 


Lieutenant Self ridge's body was re- 


moved from the hospital at Fort Myer 
to the undertaker's, where it will re- 
main until the arrival of the young 
officer's father, who wired from San 
Francisco that he would like to have 
his son burled either at Arlington or 
West Point. 
The 
funeral arrange- 


ments have not yet been made, but a 
military funeral will 
be held 
and 


burial will probably be at Arlingtqn 
National cemetery.. 


Miss Catherine Wright, sister of 


the injured aeroplanist, arrived here 
from Dayton, O., and, accompanied by 
Charles R. Flint, the Wright brothers' 
financial agent, visited her brother ::t 
the hospital. Octave Chanute, a close 
friend 
and adviser of the Wright 


brothers, and C. E. Taylor and C. W. 
Furness, Orville Wright's mechanics, 
•were the only other persons permit- 
ted to see him. 


Inquiry Board Convenes.

O. Squier, acting 


chief signal officer of the army, con- 
vened the board of signal officers for 
the puprosp of making an official in- 
quiry into the death of 
Lieutenant 


Selfridge. 


Major Charles McK. Saltzman act- 


ed as chairman and Cnutain Charles 
S. Wallace and Lieutennt Frank I',. 
Lahm were the other members pres- 
ent. 
Lieutenant Sweet of the navy 


and Lieutenant Richard Creecy of fie 
marine corps assisted the board in its 
•work. 


The wreckage of the aeroplane had 


been placed in the aeroplane surd and 
the members of the board, accompa- 
nied by Octave Chanute and Profes- 
sor Albert Xalim of the Catholic uni- 
versity, both of whom are authorities 
on aeronautics, inspected the tangled 
mass. 


Finding Made Public. 


The finding of the boaid of inquiry 


•was given out by Major Squier as fol- 
lows: "The board finds uiat the acci- 
dent, which occurred in an unofficial 
flight made at Fort Myer. Va.. at 
about 5:1S p. m.. on Sept. 17. 190S. 
war- due to the accidental breaking of 
a propeller blade and a consequent 
unavoidable loss of control, which re- 
sulted in the machine falling to the 
ground from a height of about reven- 
ty-five (75) feet. The board finds that 
First Lieutenant Thomas R. Sri fridge.

Ott the history of this night from

there two seconds before a dozen heads 
came over the hill and a dozen rifles 
cracked.

is the one introduced by Senator

Consequently Mr. For- 
aker's statement does not convince 
when he said the correspondence had 
nothing to do with any legislation in 
congress." 


Not only did Mr. Hearst reply to 


bentor Foraker. but he also devoted 
a portion of his speech to Governor 
C. X. Haskeil of Oklahoma, treasurer 
of the Democratic national commit- 
tee. whom he charged with having 
served the Standard Oil company. To 
the defense of Mr. Haskell that an- 
other man of the same surname was 
involved. Mr. Hearst replied with affi- 
davits alleged to have been made by 
Former Attorney General Monnett of 
Ohio and Assistant Attorney General 
Bennett of that state, in which the 
name C. N. Haskell 
distinctly ap- 


pears. "Apparently Mr. Haskell got 
out of his work for the Standard Oil
